Their Value >s not Generally Under- 


stood by Farmers.

six. For ihe dairy cow the pumpkin is 
of greater value than potatoes, man- 
gel wurtzels. sugar beets, turnips, ruta- 
Lasas, carrois. rape, com si:age. sor- 
ghum silage and various other much 
j'lized feeds that require many times 
the amount of labor necessary to grow 
a. crop of pumpkins. They should be 
gathered as soon as the corn is in shock 
and handled with reayonable can?, so 
as not to bruise or burst them, and 
stored in a cool, dry p!aoe. Some ob- 
ject to srrowing: pumpkins because the 
•vine? are in the way. but by running 
ever the field with a disc harrow thtr 
vines may be cut up into many pieces 
and would only occasionally give any 
trouble with the grain drill.

To be wholesome, however, cider 


must !>•? in good condition, and espec- 
ially it must not be too hard. The old 
method of putting up cider in a strong 
and securely corked bottle, along with 
three or four raisins and a tab!espo-jn- 
ful of sugar to a pint is still practiced 
in this cmintry. and the j-esult is a de- 
lightful beverage \\ith all the efferves- 
t-.-m-e of champagne but this method 
of pr-'-serving cider is expansive and 
troublesome. The French have discuv- 
i-red a cheaper method, and that is to 
p'ace in cider that is to be preserved 
from hardening a small quantity of the 
Sdbnltrfite of bismuth. It i.s found that 
a pai t ly oonsurml barrel 
of rapidly 


hardening cider may thus be preserved 
for many months. The hardening pro- 
cess is not altogether arrested, but it 
jnx-s on very slowly. 


The French have also discovered a 


method of preserving the bright trans- 
*>arency of cider. Most cider when ex- 
posed to the light becomes clouded, and 
brow n. This change is due to the chem- 
ical action of tannin and sometimes of 
iron contained in the cider. 
Have in 


appearance the beverage is none the 
v.-<ir.«f- for the change, and indeed, a ci- 
ik-r th:»t quickly turns brown is ro- 
gaided as 
especially \\holesome for 


seme persons because nf its being rich 
in tannin. To presrve the clear beauty 
of r-ider, however, the French uso crit- 
ic acid in quantities varying with the 
natural acidity of the 
cider, usualiy 


about sixty grains to the gallon. With 
citric acid and subnitrate of bismuth 
cider may thus be kept indefinitely nut 
only fmo in d>lor but almost at a uni- 
form condition of fermentation. 


Mulching Farm Fruits. 


The fruit grower imist bo a willing 


worl:or, rmO to bo successful ho must 
b*: it pjusher and over ready ito tak" 
time by tho forelo'-k. lie must bo in 
advance, rather than behind with th" 
work. As soon as the ground is frozen 
hard enough to bear up the horses and 
watror> put tho mulch on tho straw- 
berry bed. Spread evenly and thiikly 
enough to Rive good shado to tho 
plunts. Do not undertake to co\er 
dfop cnotmli to prevent freezing, for 
if this is done tho wet snows will PUCK 
the mulch and smother the plants. 
(Jooci judgment is required here.

ROOTS FOR HENS. 


They Are a Fine Substitute for Grace 


and Vegetables. 


Some- June day watch a hen 
Jn a 


Firall flock left to roam and pick at 
3iS.mj and see what she eats. Just r.s 
soon as it is light she- is up and hus- 
ilinc around to catch the earth \\orni. 
Yuu wiJJ rind her always bu.*y sear.-h- 
ing for food a tip of grass here-, then 
r clover !eaf. next a grass-hopper, a 
atrav.-terry. another gra.*s leaf, or a 
^ha:-p pebble attracts her attention. A 
JiJtU- rest in the shaue. r.-iih perha; s 
a dust bath, is her only rerroa-ion. She 
is active all day Jong, trying 10 satisfy 
her appetite-, and at night fhe cosies 
back to roost with a full crop. These 
are hapy days for tidciy and yhc- Jays 
an t-irg nearly every day. besides stor- 
ms up fat to assist in nourishing her 
while the is hatching her brood. 


To imitate these conditions during 


the cold, dreary winter months, and 
induce- biddy to lay the daily e?sr. keeps 
the poultryman busy from November 
to March preparing roots and mashes. 
The scientist has shown the farmer 
how to make June butter in December. 
He has told him just how much mus- 
cle and fat forming 
food 
the 
cow 


wants every day. 
The pig. the sheep 


and the big steer have each had their 
needs studied, but up to this time very 
little scientific work has been done on 
the hen. Our hen is not so easily stud- 
ied as the lar^e animals. In the feeding 
experiments which have been made it 
has been assumed that fowls use food 
the same as higher animals, but some 
think that fowls use it more econom- 
ically. 


However, poultrymen have found by 


many different trials rations that pro- 
duce good results, and these aro being 
fed in ignorance of why. The hen at 
liberty eats a great deal of fresh grass 
in its season. 
Th:s serves a twofold 


purpose. It not only furnishes food, for 
ter.det growing grass is very nutri- 
tious, but it also dilutes other foods, 
furnishing nec-essary bulk. 
For when 


biddj is confined and fed wholly on 
grains, which are concentrate! foods, 
in order to extend ihe crop sufficiently 
to o\ereome the hungry 
feeling-, she 


eats more than she requires. 
This 


forms fat and 
th" active 
fowl 
is 


changed to a sluggish hen. When fresh 
grass and vegetables can not be had, 
mots furnish a very acceptable succu- 
lent food. I consider that the chief val- 
ue of roots for hens lies in their suc- 
cu'once, palatability and addition of 
bi.lk, rather tluiu in their nutriment. 
A fresh beet or turnip hung in the sun- 
shine is much relished by fowls. 
By- 


boiling them to a soft consistency and 
thickening them with ground grains 
an 1 adding a little'saltj. a very accept- 
ab1-'1 mash is made. The cooked vege- 
tables give bulk and add to the flavor 
and \aricty of the mash. For this use 
T think no root superior to the small 
poirao. 


There is no vegetable that will com- 


phtoly fill the place of cabbajre as a 
winter food for hen?. The crisp, tender 
Iccue.S more closely 
resemble fresh 


grass, both in composition and 
me- 


chanical condition. Fowls seem to rel- 
ish il and will eat a surprising amount 
if it is kept before them. Just now clo- 
ver rowc-n cut into short lengths is 
largely used by poultrymen. This is an 
excellent food, very nutritious, cheap, 
and easily preserved and prepared. XJn-

CYCLING'S GREATEST EVIL. 


The Wheelman's Hunch as a Specta- 


cle and a Health Destroyer. 
! 


"Wheelman's Hunch" is the subject i 


of a pai>er !»y a Chicago physician. He j 
says it is a menace to health and has 
become a serious evil of cjvle ii3ing. 


"AH pastimes probably have their 


physical debt, which musj be paid. 
The physical debt of football, if noth- 
ing more serious happens, is as often 
as not a broken knee, that of tennis M 
•tennis elbow,' that of riding a ten- 
dency to bandy legs, and so forth. And 
it must be conceded that in a similar 
degree the physical debt of cycling is 
an ungraceful rotundity of the back, 
which bids fair, under present circum- 
stances. 10 deprive the young men of 
the present generation of any claim to 
that gracefulness of form inseparably 
connected with an upright figure as a 
well-expanded and prominent chest. 


"Apart altogether from a health 


point of view, nothing could be more 
thoroughly inartistic than the attitudes 
assumed by the rank and file of wheel- 
men. With arms outstretched and el- 
bows ungainly projecting, with slouch- 
ing shoulders and back curved to the 
arch of a harp, with heads thrown 
back to an acute angle—these are sev- 
eral of the features of the riders which 
attract the attention of the observant 
spectator at a modern cycling meet. 


"To say that such a spectacle is a 


melancholy one is by no means to ex- 
aggerate the truth. In the best sense 
of the word the sight is a melancholy 
one to witness the sacrifice of so much 
gracefulness, which naturally belongs 
to the 'human form divine,' by the pur- 
suit of a pastime which in all other re- 
spects has everything to commend it. 


"But how will this perversion of phy- 


sique end? The devotees of wheeling 
now include a veiry large .proportion of 
the rising generation -of young men, 
and the question is, therefore, one 
which can scarcely be ignored, in view 
of the fact that in process d'f time some 
defect of form originated by this means 
may be transformed into an acquired 
characteristic of the race, which is an 
exceedingly unpleasant 
prospect to 


looli. forward to. 


"Unfortunately the attitude adapted 


by cyclists is the direct antithesis of 
that which creates straightness of fig- 
ure and pro'minence of chest, and yet 
both of these characteristics are in- 
separable from a gracefulness of form, 
a manly presence and an attractive 
personality. 
Under present circum- 


stances a man can never look his best 
on a bicycle. 


"It would seem that for many rea- 


sons bicycle manufacturers should put 
their heads together for the purpose 
of introducing a machine which would 
tend to make cyclists adapt an attitude 
when riding by which both health and 
physique would be improved to a great- 
er extent than can be the case at 
present."

Bicycle Head Gear For Women. 


"Keeping the hat on tires the legs of 


wheel-women." That "is the way one 
woman rider has summed up one of the 
commonest complaints of her sex who 
ride wheels. The man who will invent 
some head-dress for wheel-women that 
can be made fast without regard to the 
amount of hair or style of wearing ;t 
will probably get rich, if the hat IF 
something that looks dressy and not 
"common" or "mannish." The effort 
to "keep their hats on" makes many 
women work harder than the variation 
of prudes. About the only kind of hat 
that can be fastened so they will not 
lift with every puff of breeze are those 
worn by men or little Tarn O'Shanters 
cir something of the kind, a.nd many 
women avoid these because they look 
"dinky" and tous?h. The importance of 
this matter was brought out by the 
woman who made the original remark 
quoted, when, in explaining it she said: 
"It is a fact. Keeping her hat on j 
straight tires a woman more than i 
climbing hills. There are many wheel- j 
women who can climb hills, but none- 
v, ho is good at riding against 
the 


wind. There is a straining of the neck 
and spine and whole body and a wor- 
riment about keeping the hat on that 
exhausts a woman more than the ac- 
tual work of pedaling .

Wheels for 1900. 


Much attention has been given to 


accessories, .and the wheel for 1900 
piomises to be artistic as well as a de- 
cided improvement in many ways over 
those in use at present. Several of the 
prominent makers have decided that 
the average wheels in use at present 
are from two to five pounds too heavy. 
Vriiile the makers will iiever reduce the 
weight of the machines to the limit 
which met more or less favor in 1836, 
they will compromise on from twenty- 
two to twenty-four pounds on the av- 
erage chain wheel and a pound or two 
more on the chainless. 
Some of the 


high grade chainless wheels this year 
weighed over thirty pounds. Much at- 
tention will be given to coaster brakes 
on both chain and chainless wheels. On 
man5- of the chain wheels the brake 
will be in the rear hub. On some of the 
chainless wheels a spoon fitted with 
a coating of rubber will brake against 
the rear tire. In England the most pop- 
ular brakes discussed at the shows are 
those- which brake on the rim of the 
wheels. There is sure to be a general 
effort to reduce the size of tubing, one 
and one-half inches in diameter, as 
A\'as the case this year. One and an 
eighth inches will probably be the 
standard. Many innovations are prom- 
ised in tires.

The Question of an Eight or Twelve 


Club Circuit. 


The National League magnates ab- 


ruptly closed their five days' session 
with the understanding that they \ve:e 
to be called together in the near future 
to listen to a report, to be made by a 
special committee, appointed to pi"- 
vide ways and means for the reduction 
of the League circuit. 


According to the expressed views of 


certain of the magnates, an eight club 
league is now almost a certainty. The 
appointment of the committee in ques- 
tion means that the majority of the 
club owners are desirous of the reduc- 
tion in the circuit. The matter has now 
narrowed down to one of how much 
money will be necessary to buy off the 
four clubs it is proposed to drop. The 
clubs in question are Louisville, Bal- 
timore, Cleveland and "Washington.

Wheeling vs. Walking. _ 


It is probable that if cycling- were

leaves chest and jaw sufficiently ex- 
posed, bring your left arm up in a sort 
of swing, which shouM travel upward 
in a straight line, landing if possible 
tindei his chin. If you can't land ther« 
hit his face. Throw The shoulder and 
body into this blow, getting in as much 
of a swinging motion as you can. If 
the blow lands squarely and with much 
force just under the chin it will proba- 
bly floor him. It is bettor for fighting 
than for a friendly bout. 


Thi> straight duck is most often used. 


Stand in your usual position. When I 
lead for your face with either right or 
left hand bend your head forward and 
to the left, moving it in a sort of half 
ciivle fur enough to let the blow pass 
over your head. As you do this you 
cjin either take a step backward with 
your right foot, following it with thd 
left, and thus getting out of reach, or 
you ran step in with the left foot and 
land on heart or wind. 
In straight 


ducking- keep your knees rigid and your 
If ft arm in such a position that your 
adversary cannot uppercut you. 


Ducking to the side is also useful at 


times. "When I lead for you \\ith my 
If-ft, turn your left shoulder forward 
and to the leCt, letting the head and the 
rect of thp body above' the waist move 
naturally with the gesture. Turn until 
your shoulders are about at right an- 
gles to thoir former positionr at the 
same time bending the left knee. This 
will usually take you out of the way of 
your opponent's blow. You may at the 
same time lead for his body with your 
left hand. 


When .it close quarters try to get 


your arms inside your opponent's and 
deliver as many blows as you can for 
heart, wind and face Defore he can 
retaliate. 
When, for instance, be 


swings or leads straight for your face 
with either hand, block his blow and 
while your glove is still between his 
risht guard and his face strike a short- 
arm blow for whatever portion of his 
anatomy is nearest you. When you can 
sret both arms at the same time into 
this enviable position you can have 
a really delightful time with him. This 
is known as in-fighting. In such cases 
don't draw your arms back in order 
to deliver the blow, but make your 
shoulders supply the force. 


Remember in all sorts oC boxing that 


the whole body must do its share and 
that the shoulders are an important 
factor. 


A good way to avoid a rush is by 


"slipping." 
(Practise this also with 


dumbbells in the gymnasium). When a 
man rushes; you duck to the side and 
stop out with the left foot at right nn- 
trk's lo your regular position.
